STUDY OF SLEEP; 
STUDENTS TESTS 


Pittsburgh, Pa., Nov. 1.—(4)—Scien- 
tists at the Mellon Institute of Indus- 
trial Research engaged in an ex- 
haustive study of sleep. The work is 
in charge of Dr. H. M. Johnson and 
twelve students from the University 
of Pittsburgh and Carnegie Institute 
of Technology have offered themselves 
as “ subjects.”
